For some years a aie orm upposition has been 
manifested in Germany to the docirines and author- 
ity of the Romish church ; and a preparation scems 
to have been made for another Reformation in tints 
cradle of the Protestant faith. You have doubtless 
heard that the Catholic priests, Gosner, Lindl, aud oth 
ers, have publicly renounced Popery, aud embraced 
the pure and true Gospel. In Austria, whole partshes 
have thrown off the yoke of the Romish church, Ju 
Prussia, and in other countries of Germany, the ten- 
dency towards a reform is daily becoming more appa- 
rent; and in the dutchies of Badeu and Nassan, sev 
eral hundred priests have presented petitions for the 
abolition of the celibacy of the clergy and other rules 
of the Romish church. Jn all these cases, it is wor- 
thy of particular notice,that the Bipie bas been at 
the foundation of the movements, the study of this 
book having prompted w the measures which have 
been pursued, 

To the cheering facts referred to above, we may 
now add, that ia the kingdom of Bavaria, nearly the 
whole population of a large village have roceatly sep- 
arated themselves from the See of Rome, under the 
guidance of their spiritual pastor.
